Three probable causes for the dis- 
aster were assigned in the report 
W | which was made in responce to a 
senate resohition by Senators Brat- 
ton, New Mexico, and McKellar, of 
Tennessee, 

They were: The pilot might have 
entered the storm area intending to 
| fly through and miscaleulated the di- 
| rection and velocity of the winds; he 
might have been unable to avoid the 
(storm and in attempting to remain 
‘under it might have unexpectedly coi- 
lided with the mountain; or he mignt 
have miscalculated in attempting to 
| pass between the storm and the moun- 
tain. 

The senate resolution also requested 
Snformation on an accident at Mem- 
phis in which two persons were killed, 
and the commerce report said the pi- 
lot, Frank Hays, was unlicensed, and 
apparently he permitted the airplane 
to lose flying speed and was unable 
to regain control. 

In its communication on the Tat 
disaster the commerce department 
said it was ‘impossible to determine 
definitely the contributing factors. 


FLOOD HEADQUARTERS 


Washington, October 31.— (4) — 
Headquarters of the government's 
huge Mississippi river flood control 
project will be moved from St. Louis 
to Vicksburg, Miss., as soon as ar- 
rangements for accommodations in the 
latter city can be completed. 


Orders for transfer of the offices of 

the Mississippi river commission which 
has charge of the project, were issued 
several weeks ago, suspended to con- 
sider a protest from St. Louis, and 
finally made effective today. 
‘The decision was announced by Sec- 
retary Good, who said he saw no rea- 
son to change the plan which contem- 
plates the placing of the commission 
headquarters in the center of its big 
project. 

Brigadier General T. H. Jackson, 
president of the commission and divi- 
sion engineer of the lower Mississippi 
valley division, already is at work on 
arrangements for the transfer. Pre- 
liminary arrangements have not yet 
been received from him at the office 
of Major General Lytle Brown. chief 
of army engineers, but they are ex- 
pected shortly. 

Since the order was issued a trans- 
fer has been the subject of consider- 
able discussion, engaging the atten- 
ition of congressional delegations and 
citizens from both Missouri and Mis- 
Sissippi. Secretary Good has insist- 
ed throughout that the move was in- 
tended solely to increase efficiency and 
speed up work in the flood control 
undertaking.

THE SURVIVAL OF MEDICAL 
CHICANERY. 

‘No civilized observer is more amused 
by the hocus-pocus and the antics of 
the savage medicine man than the 
physician of modern training. Yet 
some of the poses or attitudes of the 
modern medicine man will scarcely 
stand logical analysis. 

For instance, the idea of “resis- 
tance” as conceived by our present day 
physicians, medical editors and text- 
book writers, implies vaguely a gen- 
eral immunity. Yet ‘there is not an 
iota of scientific evidence to sustain 
the conception of an immunity against 
all diseases or even against more than 
one of the known diseases of man. 
This notion of “resistance’ is most 
egregiously exploited by charlatans ot 
the physical culture school or racket. 
and unquestionably they -do ‘a lot of 
harm to patrons or customers who are 
really ill. 

One reason why the modern medi- 
cine man clings so obstinately to his 
cherished fancy of “resistance,” I be- 
lieve, is that it helps him out of many 
a hole. If his public teachings about 
the cause of a disease are not borne 
out by common experience, he can al- 
ways raise or lower “resistance” 
enough to meet the exigency—-and who 
can say him nay? All your great 
health authority need do, when corn- 
ered in an argument about the cause 
or prevention of a given disease or 
sickness in general, is to manipulate 
the good old “resistance” to suit his 
purposes. 

There is a good deal yet to Jearn 
about immunity. We do know a little 
about it now.. One thing we know is 
that it is not subject to sudden 
change; that is, a .given degree of 
immunity against any known disease, 
as nearly as we can measure it, is 
very unlikely to increase or decrease 
appreciably in a matter of hours. It 
takes days, weeks or in some cases 
months to develop sufficient immunity 
to protect one against ordinary 
hazards; it would be strange, indeed, 
if one could lose this immunity so 
slowly gained, from such silly happei.- 
ing 28 getting one’s feet wet or doff- 
ing one’s hat in respect for a dead 
statesman or a live politician. 

If the modern medicine man were 
less fond at heart of the mystery and 
mummery of the savage medicine man, 
ned he would see that the over- 
whelming weight of all common ex- 
perience is against his absurd fancy 
that a cold draft, change of weather, 


la wetting or any such trifling un- 


pleasantness can impair any natural 
or acquired immunity a person may 
happen to have against any disease. 
In view of the signal failure of 
medical research and experimentation 
to uphold’ the traditional theory that 
cold, wet, fatigue, humger or un-

Restrict Stock Movement. 


The movement of peach nursery 
stock and other restricted articles 
from either avea to outside points 
and from the “generally infected area” 
to the “lightly infected area’ will he 
prohibited except under permit. It 
is the expectation that as the surveys 
continue and the intensive eradication 
operations are undertaken closer to 
the center of infection, the lightly in- | 
fected area can gradually be expanded 
to include the counties in which sub- 
stantial progress is being made toward 
the eradication of the disease. 

The “generally infected area” under 
the amendment consists of Lee and 
Chambers counties in Alabama and a 
large district in central Georgia ex- 
tending from Fulton and Jackson 
counties on the north to Quitman, 
Mitchell and Laurens counties on the 
south. Except for the addition of 
Chambers county, Alabama and War- 
ren and McDuffie counties, Georgia, 
it consists of the area which has been 
under regulation, heretofore. The

Chicago, October 31—(/)—Over-en- 
thusiastic profit-taking on the part of 
recent speculative buyers thrust wheat 
values downward today after a lively 
fresh upturn. Extra energy of efforts 
to real gains was tempted by the 
fact that at one stage today’s wheat 
prices had mounted to 16c a_ bushel 
higher than last week's bottom level. 
Furthermore, some grain trade leaders 
were urgent in voicing a desire to pre- 
vent sudden further soaring that might 
halt export business in wheat from 
North America, estimated today as 
having aggregated 25,000,000 bushels 
in the last week. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled, 1-2 to 1 1-Se lowér than 
yesterday's finish. Corn closed 1-4c 
to 5-Sc down, with oats unchanged 
to 1-S8c up, and provisions varying 
from 5c decline to a rise of 12c. 

To a great degree, the wheat trade 
here was dominated early by knowl- 
edge that foreign markets had reflect- 
ed in full the sharp advance of wheat 
values which had taken place yester- 
day on this side of the Atlantic. l’resh 
speculative purchasing, largely for 
houses with connections east, was 
stimulated also by indications of con- 
tinued big export business again to- 
day, signs pointing to heavy addition- 
al amou of breadstuffs being taken 
for trans-Atlantic shipments both from 
the United States and Canada, where- 
as Argentine wheat exports for the 
week were figured as totaling only 
1,470,000 bushels compared with 4,- 
612.000 bushels the week previous. 
A specially tonic effect on friends 
of higher prices for wheat came from 
announcement that No. 2 northern 
wheat available for immediate deliv- 
ery at Winnipeg had gone to a pre- 

1m. 

t was-at about this juncture, how- 

ever, feeling began to be manifest that 
some reaction from such a steep ad- 
vance in wheat values was to be ex- 
pected. On the ensuing setbacks, never- 
theless, the market showed a relative- 
ly firm undertone. Helping to steady 
prices late were statements from in- 
fluential: sources that wheat produc- 
tion south of the equator promises 
to be 150,000.000 bushels short of 
last year, and that the peak of bread- 
stuffs supplies for Europe either 
through native harvests or through 
imports from Argentina appears to 
have been passed. Action of stock 
market values today had little or no 
effect on wheat prices. 
. Despite wet mild weather likely 
to interfere with conditioning and 
marketing of new corn, late weakness 
of wheat led to a decline in corn 
prices. Oats also were unsettled, 
vaneing early but reacting later with 
other grain.
